Nearly four hundred paintings by 
contemporary American artists are in- 
cluded in the Corcoran Gallery's first 
annual exhibition, which opened with 
a private view and reception on the 
evening of February 6. Scarcely a 
prominent name is absent from its. cat- 
alogue, and rarely, if ever, has a more 
comprehensive collection of current 
work been assembled. The entire per- 
manent collection of the Corcoran Gal- 
lery has been removed to give place to 
this transient exhibition, and after fill- 
ing the series of seven small galleries, 
thus made available, the exhibits have 
overflowed into and completely occu- 
pied the large atrium. 

Three prizes have been awarded. 
The W. A. Clark prize of $1,000, ac- 
companied by the Corcoran gold med- 
al, to "A May Night," by Willard L. 
Metcalf; the Charles C. Glover prize 
of $500, accompanied by the Corcoran 
silver medal, to "Against the Sky," by 
Frank W. Benson; and the V. G. 
Fischer prize of $250, accompanied by 
the Corcoran bronze medal, to "Low- 
lands of the Delaware," by Edward 
W. Redfield. The first is a picture of 
a Colonial home illuminated within, 
but surrounded by an atmosphere fair- 
ly saturated with moonlight; the sec- 
ond represents a young woman with 
wind-tossed hat and veil standing in 
glaring sunlight, silhouetted against 
the sky, while the third is a winter 
landscape — snow and ice, a gray sky 
and bare trees. Only pictures owned 
by the artist were eligible for these 
prizes and none which had already re- 
ceived a orize of equal or greater 
value was allowed to compete. These 
restrictions narrowed the competition, 
but they were made in order to encour- 
age continued effort and to prevent the 
duplication of honors. It is impossible 
to accurately measure merit, especially 
when it is so extremely divergent, and 
no jury of awards is infallible, but 
these prizes were at least well consid- 
ered, and if not altogether satisfactory,' 
are manifestly rational. Passing over 
the portraits, for obvious reasons, they 
emphasize three strong notes which 
have entered into our art and lately 
become especially apparent, namely, 
subtlety, spontaneity and veracity. 

But it is the portraits, after all, 
which are the strong feature of this 
exhibition, by which it ; will longest 
be remembered. Fittingly occupying 
the place of honor is Sargent's portrait 
of "The Four Doctors," painted for 
the Johns Hopkins University, and but 
recently unveiled in Baltimore. As- 
suredly it is a great work, proclaiming 
a master painter. To the rigtit and left 
of this gigantic canvas, which, how- 
ever, is none too large — hang other por- 
traits by the same artist; Miss Mary 
Elizabeth Garret, by whose commis- 
sion the Doctors' portrait was painted ; 
the President of Bryn Mawr; the late 
John Flay, former Secretary of State; 
and William Thome, the artist— -a 
group of five in all, striking and sig- 
nificant. The imperious Sargent, de- 
manding attention through the ag- 
gressive brilliancy of his brushwork, is 
surpassed in these canvases by the vital 
painter who, beyond all others, is an 
interpreter of character. 

Admitting all this, it must still be

"Day of the Market, Brittany," by 
Pauline Palmer, and "Gloucester Har- 
bor, by Anna L. Stacey. The Arche 
Club has chosen a charming canvas by 
Daniel F. Bigelow called "Paradise 
Regained." Hallberg's excellent mar- 
ine, called "Moonlight on Gothenburg 
Harbor,' has been purchased by the 
Auxiliary of the K. A. M. Temple" 

The exhibition is in many respects 
the most brilliant showing ever made 
by local artists. Yet it is not distin- 
guished- by many large canvases, nor 
strictly exhibition pictures. It dis- 
plays uniform merit throughout. There 
are few portraits; a very limited display 
of scultpiire, but in figure studies and 
in -landscapes ■-.it, excels. The star ex- 
hibitors, both from an artistic and a 
popular, standpoint, are Lanton Par- 
ker, Pauline Palmer, Adam E. Albright, 
Charles Francis Browne, Wellington J. 
Reynolds, Adolph R. Schulz, Anna L. 
Stacey, Edgar S. Cameron, John F. 1 
Stacey and F. W. Freer. 

Lawton Parker's single large canvas, 
called/" An English Girl," which won a 
gold medal ,at Munich a year ago, is 
perhaps the most striking canvas in the 
exhibition. The group of eight can- 
vases-by Pauline. Palmer are Brittany 
subjects, the result of a recent period of 
work and study abroad. They are dis- 
tinctly popular ; five of the group have 
already been sold. 

The portraits are few in number, but 
excellent. Ralph Clarkson's portrait of 
Charles C. Curtiss is distinguished and 
imposing. F. W. Freer contributed a 
fine likeness of Edward Simmons, Esq. 
Miniature art is represented by a char- 
acteristic showing of portraits by 
Magda Heuermann, Mabel Packard, 
Ethel N. Barker, Marie Boyd, Eddy W. 
Carlson, Emma K. Hess, Anna Lynch 
and Eda Nemoede. 

The exhibition of sculpture shows 
several groups heroic in size, while the 
rest are for the most part small but 
cleverly executed decorative figures 
and groups. An heroic figure of Lin- 
coln, by Charles J. Mulligan, is impos- 
ing. Lorado Taft exhibits three pieces, 
the most important of which is an hero- 
ic military group called "The Defense 
of the Flag." Nellie V. Walker ex- 
hibits a portrait statue of W. S. Strat- 



ton, also heroic in size. The fountain 
design of Leonard Crunelle consists of 
four boyish figures. 



BOSTON. 



The Society of Arts and Crafts is 
celebrating its tenth anniversary and 
exhibition in Copley Hall. This or- 
ganization is of national scope, with 
its headquarters in Boston, and the ex- 
hibition is composed of the choicest ex- 
amples of artistic handicraft, brought 
together from all the different states in 
the union. 

The society was the outcome of an 
exhibition held in Copley Hall in 1897, 
and the movement was first suggested 
and organized by Mr. Henry Lewis 
Johnson, now editor of the "Printing 
Art." 

Copley Hall and the adjoining halls 
are filled with nearly one thousand ar- 
ticles. 

The department of textiles, including 
lace and embroidery, is in charge of 
Miss A. J. Morse. The display is rare ; 
a really wonderful collection of em- 
broideries, laces and textiles is shown. 

The basketry exhibition is a fine one. 
The colored designs are especially at- 
tractive. The bookbinding exhibit is 
noteworthy. Examples of tooled and 
gilded leather are shown and are attrac- 
tive. 

The metal work is the most popular 
of the exhibits, and odd designs, worked 
out in silver and semi-precious stones, 
are interesting. 

In other cases, are curious electric 
light holders — upright lotus holding a 
bud of semi-transparent glass, made 
in green copper; silver candlesticks of 
-extreme height, and lanterns in ham- 
mered and pieced brass. 

Some of the glass is very beautiful in 
shape and surface. The pottery ex- 
hibit is remarkable for its great va- 
riety. The decorated china is notable 
for its harmonious color and simplicity 
of motive. A lis ton Room is given up 
to the loan collection of jewels, old 
silver , precious old glass, embroideries, 
vestments, lace, etc. Mrs. John L. Gar- 
diner lends two old jewel cases; Mrs. 
James Garland, embroideries; Mrs. 
George Gardiner, rare silver.

Club, to show to the world at large that 
they are in no way behind the people of 
those other cities in their artistic tastes.

PITTSBURG: 



The Pen, Pencil and Camera Club of 
Pittsburg, which consists of pligtog; 
raphers, brush artists, newspaper ar- 
tists, etchers and craftsmen of the city, 
held an exhibition at the rooms of the 
East End Y f M. C. A. last week. About 
one hundred and fifty or two hundred 
pictures were shown in all mediums from 
photographs to paintings. This was 
the first exhibition of the club. 

The artistic feature of the Episcopal 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of Bishop Cortlandt Whitehead's 
consecration, celebrated recently, was 
undoubtedly the portrait of the bishop, 
by Mr. A. S. Keszthelyi, an Hungarian 
artist. The portrait was ordered by the 
celebration committee over six months 
ago, without the bishop's knowledge, 
and through various pretexts the bishop 
kindly gave sittings without knowledge 
of the intentions of the clergy and the 
celebration committee. 

Of interest in local art circles is the 
announcement recently made of the en- 
gagement of Miss Alice M. Bennett to 
George W. Sotter, of this city, whose 
marriage will take place shortly, after 
which an extended tour of Europe will 
be made. Mr. Sotter has exhibited two 
paintings at each of the last three 
annual exhibitions at Carnegie Insti 



said that by Wilhelm Funk in his por- 
trait of Col. Joseph Bryan, by Gari 
Melchers in his portrait of Mr. E.

Sargent is pressed close for honors. And 
besides these, there are a score of other 
portrait painters who in this exhibition 
come well into line — Rolshoven, Henri, 
Tarbell, McChesney, Anshutz, Mac- 
donald, Ellen Day Hale, Ellen Emmet, 
Benson, Kenton, Irving Wiles and 
others, not forgetting Miss Cecelia 
Beaux, who is represented by no less 
than four examples. Unquestionably 
the best of Miss Beaux' group of por- 
traits is that of a "Mother and Child," 
which is not the most recent, for while 
her color has improved and her brush- 
work become more fluent, she has ap- 
parently lost in her ability to vitalize 
character. 

Winslow Homer is represented by 
"A Light on the Sea," "Moonlight, 
Wood's Island, Maine," and the 
"Beach at Long Branch;" Horatio 
Walker by his impressive "Ave Maria" 
and two smaller canvases. "Sheepyard, 
Moonlight," and "Boy Feeding Pigs;" 
Abbott Thayer bv his famous "Car- 
itas," loaned by the Boston Art Mu- 
seum, and E. A. Abbey by his "Sylvia" 
and "The Trial of Queen Catharine," 
both the property of Senator Clark. 

No special 'arrangement was at- 
tempted by the hanging committee, 
but to a degree the impressionistic 
canvases were grouped in one gallery, 
and those more subtly suggestive in 
another. Childe Hassam is seen at his 
best in "New England Headlands,' and 
.at his worst in His repeatedly prize- 
winning "June." Metcalf sends more 
canvases worthy of note than the one 
already mentioned, and Hugh Breck- 
enridge, Davis and Weir add works of 
genuine distinction. Robert Reid, on 
the other hand, shows a landscape and 
a figure study, which are far below his 
standard, and Carl Newman's contri- 
butions are so crude and inartistic that 
they should not have found inclusion. 
Here and there, scattered through 
the exhibition, are nocturnes of such 
marked merit that they cannot fail to 
call forth special commendation — such, 
for instance, as Gustave Wiegand's 
"Belated Shepherd," Charles Warren 
Eaton's "Gathering Mists," H. Hobart 
Nichols' "Vespers .— Katwyk," and 
Granville .Smith's. -'Night Calm." 

Notable also are 'the works of Mur- 
phy and Ranger. and Ochtman, loaned 
for the most part by Mr. William T. 
Evans, and the distinctive and dis- 
tinguished canvases by Groll and Wil- 
liam Keith. 

There is a lack of good genres and 
of imaginative canvases, though as an 
example of the latter, one may speak 
with unstinted praise of "The Summit," 
by Louis Loeb. This is, indeed, an 
exceptional painting, technically excel- 
lent and subjectively charming, a fan- 
tasy made tangible without destroying 
its inexplicable charm. 

Then there are to be sure the paint- 
ers of the sea; Emil Carlsen, Charles 
H. Woodbury, and Alexander Harri- 
son, each seeing it from different view- 
points, but all interpreting it with 
more or less truth and strength. 

In the language of art, at least, our 
American painters are not deficient, 
nor in style are they restricted. Rare- 
ly will one find in the history of paint- 
ing more skilful craftsmanship than in 
the current still-life production. Mr. 
Chase sends to this exhibition a paint- 
ing of squashes, clever but less accom 



Bittenger score high in their repre- 
sentation of inanimate objects. 

And still much has been left un- 
said — many works of importance 
passed without mention. The exhibi- 
tion has assumed a national character, 
and while it is the first of its kind held 
in Washington under the auspices of 
the Corcoran Gallery it is thought that 
its influence may be widespread.

The largest exhibition of the week 
is the twenty-second annual display of 
the Architectural League, now open at 
the American Fine Arts Building, 215 
West Fifty-seventh street, where it will 
continue daily until February 23. The 
Vanderbilt Gallery is devoted to most 
of the architectural drawings and de- 
signs, and also several large examples 
of sculpture. The place of honor is 
accorded to a polychromatic relief, the 
"Welch Memorial," by Herbert O. 
Adams. Several structural drawings by 
Howells & Stokes, of St. Paul's Chapel, 
Columbia University, and a number of 
phdtographs taken during construction 
form an interesting exhibit in this gal- 
lery. Two imposing pieces of sculp- 
ture on view there are two McKinley 
memorials, "Peace" and "Prosperity," 
by H. A. McNeil, the sculptor. - 

A design for a hotel in Havana, pf 
decorative style, has been contributed 
bv Arnold W. Brunner. Designs for 
public buildings seem to predominate 
among the architectural drawings, and 
among these are the design for a new 
theatre in Central Park West, by Car- 
rere & Hastings; a group of drawings 
devoted to buildings designed by Mc- 
Kim, Mead & White, and also including 
a scheme for a monument to the prison 
ship martyrs in Brooklyn', and several 
of the drawings for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad's terminal station. A com- 
petitive design for the Peace Palace at 
The Hague is shown by H. Van Buren 
Magonigle. 

The South Gallery is largely devoted 
to mural paintings, and- in this respect 
the exhibition makes an excellent show- 
ing. Among the mural painters repre- 
sented are E. H. Blashfield, Kenyon 
Cox, C. Y. Turner, W. H. Low, How- 
ard Pyle and A. B. Wenzell. 

A prominent place has been given to 
the "Landing of Carteret," by Howard 
Pyle, which has been executed as a 
decoration for the courthouse at New- 
ark. N. J. The scene is one of Colonial 
history. Elliott Daingerfield has. con- 
tributed a group of drawings for "The 
Magnificat," a decoration for the 
Ch'urch of St. Mary the Virgin, New 
York, and a charming series of studies 
for lunettes, nice in color, are by Will 
H. Low. ' 

"The Spirit of Flame" is a large nude 
figure, colorful and well drawn by Rob- 
ert Reid, and given a conspicuous posi- 
tion in the gallery. 

A series of sketches for windows, and 
the "Bonfires Lighted by the Early Set- 
tlers on Christmas Eve" are by W. B. 
Van Ingen. 

Preceding the private view and re- 
ception on Saturday evening, the league 
held its annual dinner in the Vander- 
bilt Gallery on Fridav night, Richard 
Howland Hunt, president of the league, 
presiding.

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LONDON LETTER. 



January 31, 1907. 

James Clarke Hook, who is only two 
years under ninety, has decided to re- 
sign his active Academicianship, and 
a vacancy for another Academician 
will thus be formed when he is placed 
on the retired list. Mr. Hook, who is 
chiefly known by his pictures of rural 
and seafaring life, is represented in 
the Tate Gallery by his painting, 
"The Stream," which was bought by 
the Chantry Trustees for £1,100. His 
portrait of himself hangs in the Uffizzi, 
but for the last six years he has not 
contributed to the Academy exhibi- 
tions. 

The London County Council has 
placed a memorial tablet on Xo. 144 
Kensington High Street, which for 
some years was inhabited by Sir David 
Wilkie. Wilkie is well represented 
at the current exhibition in Burling- 
ton House by his large painting of 
"Chelsea Pensioners Reading the Wa- 
terloo Despatch," which belongs to the 
Duke of Wellington, and was painted 
in 1822. 

Another error has to be chronicled 
in the catalogue of the Academy Win- 
ter Exhibition — the portrait of "Mrs. 
Romney" (99), attributed to George 
Romney, represents, not his ill-used 
wife, but his daughter-in-law, Jane 
Kendall, who married his son, the Rev. 
John Romney, while the painter was 
not Romney, but his pupil, T. Steward- 
son, who was also a native of Kendal. 

W. Lee Hankey's large water-color, 
"We've Been in the Meadows all Day." 
which was included in the exhibition 
of the artist's works at the Leicester 
Galleries last year, has been purchased 
for the Public Gallery of New Zealand. 

At the Baillie Gallery there will open 
next week an exhibition of paintings 
by Fred Footet, who is one of the most 
gifted of our impressionist painters. 
Mr. Footet has a fine sense of color, 
and is especially fond of delicate har- 
monies in blue and white. 

At the Ryder Gallery, is a capital col- 
lection of sketches in oil and water- 
color, by Evert Moll, the gifted young 
Dutch painter, who is worthily main- 
taining the best traditions of the mod- 
ern Dutch School. 

A very successful exhibition of work 
by members of the New English Art 
Club has been opened at Bath. The 
late C. W. Furse is represented by a 
study for an equestrian portrait of 
Lord Roberts, while among the other 
exhibits are a group of water colors 
by John S. Sargent, others by the late 
H. B. Brabazon. and fine works by 
P. Wilson Steer. 'Will Rothenstein and 
A. E. John. 

Last Saturday the first picture sale 
of the New Year was held at Chris- 
tie's. During the past week there have 
been few transactions of interest. 
Messrs. Foster, of Pall Mall, sold a 
copy in color, but with cut margins, of 
Bartolozzi's engraving of Sir Thomas 
Lawrence's "Portrait of Miss Farren," 
for 170 gns., while ^o gns. was obtained 
for an example in bistre, also with cut 
margins, of "Lady Hamilton at the 
Spinning Wheel," after Romney. 

Works intended for the summer ex- 
hibition at the New Gallery must this 
year be sent, not to the gallery, but 
to the warehouse of Mr. Samuel Jen- 
nings, 15 Duke Street, Manchester 
Square, where they will be received 
Friday, March 1, or Friday March 8. 
It should be noted that the space avail- 
able for non-invited work is severely 
limited, and not more than two works 
may be submitted. 

A vigorous protest is being made 
against the proposal of the Restora- 
tion Committee of Selby Abbey to hand 



over the wood-carving to Obcr Ammer- 
gau carvers. It is maintained that the 
land that gave birth to Grinling Gib- 
bons has no lack of competent crafts- 
men to-day, and at present it is thought 
that the elaborate frame vvork and foli- 
age will be done in England, but the 
figure carving of the reredos will be 
done from British designs at Ober 
Ammergau. 

An exhibition of water colors of 
"Dawn and Sunset," by Albert Good- 
win is at the Fine Art Society's, while 
at Messrs. Grundy and Robinson's 
new galleries, 89 Mount Street, is an 
exhibition of pastels and water colors 
of England and South Africa, by R.

PARIS LETTER. 



January 31, 1907. 

The proceedings of the week at the 
Hotel Drouot have been, as usual at 
this time of the year, thoroughly un- 
interesting. With the exception of one 
single "vacation," the bids have been 
of the smallest.

In addition to the marvelous Oriental 
fabrics which are to constitute the 
main attraction of the approaching ex- 
hibition of the Museum of Decorative 
Arts, one hundred and fifty ancient 
miniatures, water-colors and illumi- 
nated manuscripts will be shown. 

The Moreau-Xelaton collection will 
shortly be placed on view. 

The Brussels newspapers announce 
the opening, in celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the founda- 
tion of the Cercle pour l'Art of the ex- 
hibition organized by the association. 

The Societe des Amis du Louvre 
has just enriched the Musee by the gift 
of two interesting statues, taken from 
the Abbey of Maubuisson, near Pon- 
toise, which was destroyed during the 
Revolution. The statues are of King 
Charles IV. and Queen Jeanne 
d'Evreux, and are the only extant 
works of Jean de Liege, one of the most 
celebrated sculptors of the period of 
Charles V. 

M. Henry Houssaye has given to 
the Musee de Versailles two valuable 
historical paintings. One represents 
the donor's father. Arsene Houssays, 
when the latter was Administrator of 
the Cemedie Francaise, and the other 
Fouche, Due d'Otrante. The portrait 
of the latter is attributed to David. 

More commissions for popular sculp- 
tors : M. Scheurer-Kestner, who was 
vice-president of the Senate, but won 
wider renown as one of the earliest 
defenders of Dreyfus, is to have a me- 
morial statue in the garden of- the 
Luxembourg, while Eugene Carriere is 
to be honored in like fashion — but else- 
where — by decision of the controlling 
powers of the Salon d'Automne. 

Mme. Charles-Lacroix, nee de Ges- 
ler, born in Madrid, but a French- 
woman by marriage, has just passed 
away. She was a pupil of Chaplin's 
and exhibited for some years at the 
Salon, under the name of Anselma. 
From Belgium come tidings of the de- 
cease of the well-known landscape 
painter, Theodore Verstraete, aged 
fifty-five years. 



Recent accessions to the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art as announced in 
the February Bulletin, include the pic- 
ture by George de Forest Brush, en- 
titled "In the Garden," a gift from 
George A. Hearn, who has also pre- 
sented the museum five other pictures 
by American artists. Those paintings 
represented in the acquisitions are: 
"Seventeenth Century Lady," by Wil- 
liam M. Chase ; "The Seer," by William 
Sergeant Kendall; "The Young Pi- 
oneer," by Douglas Volk ; "L'Allegro," 
bv F. Ballard Williams, and "Portrait 
of a Lady," by F. W . Benson. , 

The Hearn fund, which comprises 
Mr. Hearn's gift of $125,000, the in- 
come of which -is to be used for the 
purchase of paintings "by persons, now 
living, who are, or may be at the time 
of purchase, citizens of the United 
States," was made a year ago in Jan- 
uary. As the fund did not begin to 
produce income until about July, Mr. 
Hearn, with customary generosity, of- 
fered to take so much as accumulated 
in 1906 for rive pictures, and also to 
present the garden picture bv George 
de Forest Brush. These paintings have 
now been hung in Gallery 13, which is 
devoted to pictures of the American 
school, and where are also hung the 
pictures of Mr. Hearn's gift, madej 
when the fund was established. 

Another recent accession is the pic- 
ture, "A Nativitv," by Fiorenzo di Lor- 
enzo, purchased out of the income de- 
rived from the Rogers fund. It is a

The New York Sun says that : 

"William Clausen, an art dealer of 381 
Fifth avenue, was a complainant in the 
Jefferson Market police court yesterday 
against a man who described himself 
as Charles Davis, a retired business 
man. Davis was accused of the lar- 
ceny of $3,700 in cash on the night of 
October 22. 

According to Mr. Clausen's affidavit 
Davis told him that he knew where for 
$4,000 some paintings could be bought 
that were worth many times that 
amount. Mr. Clausen said that he had 
$3,700, and Davis added to this sum 
$300. 

Then they went to a house in West 
Sixty-eighth street, which Davis said 
belonged to a Mr. Busch, who wanted 
to sell the pictures. There Davis intro- 
duced Clausen to a Mr. Thompson, 
who passed as a son-in-law of Mr. 
Busch. While Clausen sat in the par- 
lor Davis and Thompson went upstairs 
with the money, ostensibly to buy the 
pictures. They never came back, and 
Clausen never saw either of them again 
until Saturday afternoon, when he ran 
across Davis on the street. He de- 
manded his money and when Davis re- 
fused to pay him Clausen called to 
Traffic Policeman Flanigan and had 
Davis arrested. 

None of those concerned in the case 
would say a word about it. The hear- 
ing was put over to Wednesday at 10 
o'clock and Davis was placed under 
$5,000 bail. He was bailed out by Jo- 
seph Goodman, a tailor, of 150 West 
Thirty-first street." 

Speaking of the affair, Mr. Clausen 
adds that the man who swindled him 
had been a buyer of pictures at his art 
store during the past year. The case is 
now in court and friends of Mr. Clau- 
sen hope that he will at least obtain 
justice*

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



One of the most interesting exhibi- 
tions of the season are the sixteen por- 
traits by Wilhelm Funk, now on view 
at the galleries of M. Knoedler & Co., 
No. 355 Fifth avenue. One of the at- 
tractive examples in the group is the 
bust portrait of Miss Jeanne Towler, 
an actress, which is rich in color and 
executed with a certain dash, giving 
charm to the work, and is withal an 
admirable example of the artist's tech- 
nique. In her right hand she holds a 
fan. Her gown is cut low and a mantle 
of gauzy fabric falls over her left shoul- 
der. She also wears a picture hat 
trimmed with a white feather. 

In contrast to this work is the strik- 
ing and lifelike portrait of Sir Caspar 
Pur don Clarke, of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. This portrait was exe- 
cuted in several brief sittings, and is 
strong and virile, an effective example 
of the artist's later work. A bust por- 
trait of Mrs. W. C. Roberts is sugges- 
tive of the French school, and is deli- 
cate in color. Of charm and virility is 
the portrait of young Master Roberts, 
who is shown standing beside a pet 
dog and painted against a woodland 
background. Other portraits include 
those of E. D. Libbey, three-quarter 
length, seated, and also one of Mrs. 
E. D. Libbey; a three-quarter length 
portrait of Mrs. Dunlap Hopkins, and 
a three-quarter length standing portrait 
of Richard Watson Gilder. Mr. Funk 
shows marked improvement in his 
brush work and technique. The ex- 
hibition will remain open until Febru- 
ary 16. m 

Twenty paintings by Paul Dougherty 
form an attractive exhibition now 
open at the Macbeth Gallery, 450 
Fifth Avenue, which will continue to 
February 16. Many of Mr. Dougherty's 
paintings are scenes of the coast and 
sea in the vicinity of Monhegan Island, 
a country noted for its picturesque 
shores and for the grandeur of its rocky 
promontories. One of the best pictures 
in the present group is the large can- 
vas, "Sunlight Mists," in which the 
sunlight is breaking through the mist 
rising over the sea. There is fine at- 
mospheric quality in this picture, and 
the misty effect is convincingly por- 
trayed by the artist, who evidently 
made his study from nature for the 
work, which is accorded the place of 
honor in the exhibition. A grassy 
bank along the rock-bound coast fills 



the foreground of the picture. Un- 
doubtedly the finest marine in the ex- 
hibition is "Moonlight on the Sea," 
which shows a full moon rising over 
the open ocean. The moon is rising 
through the clouds and the light falls 
on the waters of the sea, which are 
filled with the motion of the surging 
tides. There is also good quality in 
"The Silvery Cloud," in which a cres- 
cent moon is seen through the parting 
clouds. There is an air of mystery in 
"The Pirate's Cove," and desolation is 
indicated in the barren country around 
"Light-House Hill." Bleak, and stern, 
and true to the locale depicted is "Even- 
ing in the Harbor," and "Gray Day 
Study" shows nature as viewed by the 
artist in another phase. Art lovers 
should not miss this exhibition of land 
and sea. It is well worth while and 
is remarkable for its general excellence. 



The private view and press day of 
the annual exhibition of paintings at 
the "Salmagundi 'Club took place on 
Thursday. An extended notice will be 
given in our next issue. 



An interesting and important exhibi- 
tion of pictures by Edmund C. Tarbell, 
of Boston, is now open at the Montross 
Gallery, 372 Fifth Avenue, and will 
continue there until February 14. This 
exhibition is especially interesting, as 
it is the first collective one formed by 
Mr. Tarbell, and shows in attractive 
manner the varied resources of the 
artist's brush. In the collection are 
some of Mr. Tarbell's earlier works,: 
and also his more recent compositions. 
It is largely a loan collection arid a. 
number of well-known names are in- 
cluded among those who have kindly 
loaned paintings for this exhibition. 
Of note among the figure pieces is 
"Girls Reading," in which an interior 
is shown, with a young woman seated 
at a round table, musing, while over 
in a corner of the room are two girls 
reading. It is a harmonious composi- 
tion in grays, and treated in a master- 
ly style, showing marked advancement 
in this line of work, for which the art- 
ist is noted. An admirable likeness is 
the three-quarter length seated por- 
trait of Edward Robinson, assistant di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. The portrait is a loan, from the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, where 
Mr. Robinson was formerly director. 

In fine contrast and hung in an op- 
posite corner of the gallery, is the 
three-quarter length seated portrait of 
Mrs. Ames, of Boston, loaned by Oakes 
Ames; "The Girl Crocheting," which 
has been seen before at the exhibition 
of the Society of Ten, and "The Vene- 
tian Blind," loaned by the Worcester 
Art Museum, are other examples in the 
exhibition. 

In the exhibition of early English 
art at the Ehrich Galleries, No. 465 
Fifth Avenue, are three paintings 
which are attracting much attention. 
One of these is the Constable land- 
scape, which was noted at some length 
in our last issue. The second is by the 
English landscapist, J. M. W. Turner, 
representing a "Shipwreck in the Bay 
of Biscay." In 1793 some merchant- 
men were being conveyed across the 
channel when they encountered a 
a storm. One of the vessels was 
thrown on its beam ends. It is this 
which Turner has painted on this com- 
paratively small canvas. The third 
painting, which is of superior interest, 
is the portrait of "White the Pavier," 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds. White was 
a stone mason, who became the favor- 
ite model of Sir Joshua in his repre- 
sentation of old men. The fine model- 
ing, with the glow of color in the cos- 



tume, will surprise art lovers, who pos- 
sibly know Reynolds only in his less 
expressive moods. 



The sixteenth annual exhibition of 
the Woman's Art Club of New York 
opened in the Clausen Galleries, No. 
381 Fifth avenue, on Tuesday and will 
continue there until February 16, in- 
clusive. More than one hundred pic- 
tures are shown, and a number of well- 
known artists are represented in the 
present exhibition. A special prize of 
one hundred dollars, givenby Mary B. 
Elling, was warded to M. Jean Mc- 
Lane Johansen for her picture, entitled 
"Sunlight in the Square," showing a 
group of children and others in a park, 
with the sun's rays falling on their 
figures. One of the best pictures in the 
exhibition is "The Crooked House," by 
Emma Lambert Cooper, who has also 
contributed several other examples, in- 
cluding "The Weaver," an admirable 
Dutch interior. Well to the fore is a 
picture of "Mother and Child," "La 
Levee de Bebe," by Miss Mary Cas- 
satt, and there is merit in a portrait of 
a lady by Zelma Baylos. 

Three landscapes of atmosphere and 
poetic in interpretation are "Hill and 
Vale," "Sunset" and "A Mountain Pas- 
ture," by Charlotte B. Coman. Several 
water colors by Adelaide Deming are 
worthy of mention and include "Moon- 
light in Brittany" and "Old French 
House — Moonlight." The miniatures 
of the exhibition are not up to the usual 
standard, although possibly the best 
example in the little group displayed is 
the portrait of a little boy, entitled 
"Monday," by Alice Ham Brewer. 

Two admirable examples by Rhoda 
Holmes Nicholls are "After Glow" and 
"The Wharves."
